the chief of the Nghapui tribe, who 
waa tried nud executed for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Ilubcrtgnn and family), he 
I :j.i lively refused to vent tire beneath its 
roof. Hia Honor the Chief Justice de- 
clared, he had no power to cnutroul the 
determination at the native, and of course 
tbe defendant lost the bene fit of his testi- 
mony. It ia erl'lent that some efficient 
rule of practice must be adopted to prevent 
the recurrence of such circumstances ; il 
has been decided in the most solemn 
manner that the aborigines of Now Zealand 
are British subjects, entitled tn all the 
protection, and oonaeiiuently subject to ail 
the condition* of the Common and Statute 
Law, In ordinary cases, we presume, tins 
refractory witness refusing to lie sworn would 
be subject to indictment for penalties, and 
to an action for damages for injury sus- 
tained by reason of his recusancy; if sworn, 
he would be liable to tine or imprison ui rut 
for contempt. Of course the wild denisan 
of the hush, although by a beau lit'nl fiction, 
a British subject, may treat all these awful 
denunciations with a magnanimous con- 
tempt, while he is piratieed with over 
whelming terror at llie bare idea of con- 
fronting His Honor on the bench. Some 
mode tiinat be devised of asserting the 
majeatr of the law over her new children ; 
else the rigour by which tlsn personal 
rights ol the aborigines are so strictly pro- 
tected, becomes a gross injustice towards 
our own more immediate people.

During tne sdminiitratioii of Willilm 
Pitt, a sinking fund waa established to 
maintain the value of 111* national securi- 
ties : apply the same principle to Labour, 
the value of Which will then be regulated 
by f apply and demitnd, and adopt measures 
lor taking the surplus labour out of the 
market, and ita value will soon rise aufii- 
cieody to enable the labourer, if sober 
and industrious, to provide tor the wonts 
and comlorU nf t family. To compel an 
able-bodied man to leek parochial relief, 
lonen him in the scale of sociny, nausea 
him to lose that telf-rcspcct and spirit of 
independence which ought to chariot erist 
a fra-lwm Briton, and makes him too 
often cither a mean, truckling alive, or 1 
heartless villain. By rlevating the oondi 
lion of the working (lasses, the expense of 
msintalnii^E and punishing eriminsls 
would be greatly lessened, and the best 
feelingi of our ml me brought into proper 
exercise ; it would be tap honest pride of 
the labouring man to maintain, if pnastble, 
aa aged or infirm parent, aa the atigma 
which formerly attached to 
parochial relief would again be felt. 

As die lasting prosperity of ever)' com- 
munity mainly depends ou the profitable 
employment of its labour and caprtal, it 
becumcs a matter of vital importance in 
the present state of society, that any plan 
which may be adopted should be baaed on 
that principle. 

The proiioaitiun fur impoeing a fixed 
duty oalhe importation ot corn, if taunted, 
might be tbe means of procuring additional 
employment for our mannfactiiviug popu- 
lation ; but unless it afforded a Like increase 
tu thine engaged in agricultural pursuits, 
the evils, though mitigated, would still 
remain. 

By a judicious and extensive syitem of 
colonisation this desideratum might be 
rcudilv supplied. In our colonies, which 
form integral portions of the British em- 
pirr, we possess millions of acres of fertile 
Innd, capable of furnishing profitable em- 
ployment to the surplus labour of Great 
Britain for many generations. For which 
purpose it might he necessary for etch 
county to act on the principle of a char- 
tered company, or unite with one or mure 
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u, inn mil pfn.

an evil, wUioh ia hurrying 
thouaaudt to a premature grave, aappituc 
the foundations of the social fabric, and i* 
the principal cane* of the crime and im- 
morality so fearfully prevalent. 

Again it enemiea from without we art 
ever no onr guard , hut we an now ayf- 
,fciiug the greatest humilistion from the

nf the adjoining counties, appoint ita 
Board of l>i rectors and other ofllcers, 
under the supervision of Commissvanen 
appointed by Government, establish de- 
pAts, with loud st inched, for the reception 
anil ini mediate employment of every indi- 
vidual, whether male or female, wlw might 
choose to enter the Counties' Colonial 
Service. Those who have seen better 
days, aud would endure any privation 
rather thnn receive unrieh relief, would be 
among the thousands who would gladly 
enter the Counties' Colonial Service, were 
euch au opportunity afforded them. 

The laud at these depots, bring; fanned 
on the mort improved and scientific prin- 
ciples, would Irnd to the adoption of such 
improvemeuts in our system of husbandry, 
as would impart new life to agricultural 
pursuits, and by instructing the youth at 
these iiep6ti in those useful arts which 
would beat qualify them for colonial ooco- 
patbns. the counties would derive the 
greatest advantage* from their services. 
Secular education,eomhiaed wiih religions 
instruction, should be extended to every 
individual, and by prohibiting the uae of 
intoxicating liquors, habits nf' temperance 
would be formed, which would have a salu- 
tary effect in the colonies, and as the 
Labouring man would no Longer be com- 
pelled to work for wage* iu adequate for 
ilia itqiport. while the CountieV CrJonial 
Service would be always open lo him, a 
better understanding would soon take 
place betwreii the employer tad the em- 
ployed, to their mutual hrnrlit. 

In pursuance nf these objects, etch 
County Board should obtnin, by purchase 
or grant, lurge tracts of Land in onr colo- 
nial possessions, and appuint ita Board of 
Colonial Managers, with full power tn 
carry out all their plans. Aa the well- 
directed labour of Large bodies of men it 
found to be the cheapest end moat effec- 
tual, the coiiutiss would obtain these im- 
portant advantages \ ai they would hire 
the means of sending from each British 
hive well organised bands of Individuals, 
uuiler proper officers, to the new settle- 
ments, to clear the lands, lay out farms, 
erect buildings : aud, what ia of the utmost 
importance to the prosperity oft oniony, 
make the necessary roads, which would 
induce capitalists to emigrate, who would 
gladly pay the clwrg* tor such necessary 
improvements, 

To give due aneouragenieiit to tbe 
Counties' Colonial servants, the sober and 
industrious, after s short period of ser- 
vice, should lie entitled to an slIotTrnmt of 
laud, stocked wiih every thing requisite 
to enable the tenant to obtain a comfort" 
able livelihood, and lor which a moderate 
rental should be charged, and the price 
liied, and suitable time allowed to enable 
him tu purchase the fne-iimpbr. 

Locating an industrious peasantry on 
smalt farms, ami giving them an interest 
in the soil they cnlfjvated, would be the 
menu* of raising up a elsasof independent 
yeomen, who would pro™ not only lhe 
■ureal safeguard of the colonies, but the 
most loyal and devoted servants of the 
Bi iiish Crown. 

In thuspruviding profitable employment 
employ incut for our surplus labour, a great 
portion of lhe eiiiting poor-rates would be 
no Longer required for their original pur- 
poses, and estimating their annual amount 
at ,£5,01111,000, oncdialf of the above sum 
might be devoted to the paymrDt of the 
interests of the bonds, which might be 
issued for colonial purposes, which, at five 
percent, interest, would give jeSO.Outl.DOO 
of capital without incvesaiiut the burdens 
of talttion. To obtain the immenae suji- 
plin of food, clothing, implements uf hut- 
bandrr, shipping, *c, lite County Boards 
would offer their contracts to public com- 
petition, upon tbe understanding, that 
)uivmcni» would be made in bombs, bearing 
five per cent, interest on the security of 
the jioor-rstri. As the Counties' bonds 
would be negotiable, nnd have the same 
validity aa government ae-eurltie., they 
would give a healthy and beneficial increase 
to the present currency, aud soon find 
their way in lien nf gold into all our 
faveigu markets. Payiug the interest of 
the capital employed out of the etistuig 
Poor-rate* fur a few tears, would increase 
lhe value of the Co i in ties' Colonial pro- 
perty, whith, by prudent management, 
would be ample security Tor the capital 
employed, and eventually yield a revenue 
lutfieient lo pay the interest of the bonds, 
to keep up the tide of emigrstinn. 

By the counties sdoptiig a system of 
banking in the colonies, emigrants 
be preserved from risk, in deposit inj their 
money with the County Boards, to be re- 
ceived of their agents on tbeir arrival in 
the coloaiea. Assistance might then he 
i girco lo settles s with small capital at a 



aerom modat-on ; and SB the 
Counties' Colonial hills and notes would 
soon obtain a wide circulation, the 
counties and colonies would be 
mutually benefitted by then eatab- 
lishtncflta. Were the Counties' Co- 
lonial landa to be properly surveyed, di-, 
sided into sect iocs, mapped and prieed 
tind the supply of provisions kept 
sufficiently cheap and abundant, the losses 
and disappointment to which settle rt with 
small cipitai are now luhjeet ed, {arising 
from lhe present want of system) would be 
prevented. The County'a servants being 
secure of employment on their arrival in 
the colonic*, would escape the manifold 
hardship* aud privationi, frequently at- 
tended with death, which befall many wlio 
leave their native land to seek 
ment in tbe colonies, with the 
bettering ll«ir condition, 
The det'chvnmcnt of the vast

labour of the parent state, would give re- 
newed rigour to the mighty heart of the 
British Empire, and effectually remove 
uumberleia ills, th* baneful offiprjng nf 
idlenesa and poverty. Hitherto the ener- 
gies and resources of our country have 
been for the most part unprofitaUy etn- 
ploved on warlike ohiectt. Let our legii. 
lators bear In mind, that we are now 
labouring under tha debt of aV8W,0(Nl,D0U, 
contracted to enable ua tn promote the 
arts ot" war i rMjUlrina- 1630,000, 000 per 
annum of our peaceful earning! to pay the 
intereit, and tlsat we might neutraliie the 
effects of tin) war-coiri raettd debt, by pro- 
icciitiug an extensive and judicious system 
of colonisation, aa every million esrpended 
on the latter srould neutralise sn equal 
if not greater amount ntpendtd on the 
former, and tile greater the amount of 
labour and oipilalthueprontahly employed, 
the greater would be the relief afforded to 
the parent state . While other nut inns are 
endeavouring to rival ua in our manufac- 
tures, and exclude our goods from their 
markets, we should then be securing naw 
markets for our manufactures, and opening 
new fie] tin lor commercial enterprise in our 
own colonial territories, which would give 
a proportionate incrtajc of employment to 
the increasing population of the parent 
state i for were we to send out from Great 
Britain and Ireland from one to two bun. 
dred thousand persons every year to onr 
eotonira, we shook), if peace continued, 
probably donbls our numbers within tifty 
or siity yean.

Nsw SfiuTtt Walks. — Trie immigra- 
tion atTain of New &onth Wales hail come 
to a cruis, and the Governor had called 
tbe Legislative Council, in an crtraor- 
dinary session, to help him to battle 
through the difficulty. During the year, 
eighty -nine vruele'of the largest class 
had conveyed to the colony 1 6,300 emi- 
grants, exclusive «f 2,001! who had payed 
their own passage. On tint migration 
the colony had expended *27G,tK>0 
hut in the same period the tand- 
revenue amounted aidy to a¥tn,000. 
The surjdui of past years, however, 
had paid for all tip to the present tint* 
but more vessels were expected, and at all 
events immigration was not to be stopped j 
ao Sir George Gipps proposed, and the 
Council, up to the end of L&tl, ware 
engaged in arranging a meeaun to autho- 
rise a loan. The colony, tUietore, baa 
arrived at that stage of adrtnearrnent when 
It is to have a poblic debt. Nor doe* th* 
event mark soy inooniidrrable pngreas : 
it prove* that the colony baa reached that 
period of etistence, of politiesd vigour and 
intelligence, when it in able to deal energetic- 
ally with broad ipieatious, with large masse* 
of money and of people. The more 
strongly is seen the efficiency of ita legis- 
lative machinery. While ariangwrneuia 
were mnl lug for the introduction of IthBnr, 
a very bad failure occurred, that of Messrs , 
Duke and Co. j ind it led to diacovcrita 
connected with a system of accommoda- 
tion carried on among an etebniee circle 
of Sydney capitalists, which err pose the 
many temptations amd dangers to which 

great intelligence and cntcrprite and con- 
siderable real wenlih are tared to find the 
legitimate means for carrying on pro- 
fitable undertakings, hecauee the sup- 
ply nf capital is still 
the circulating medium 
dent. It would seem that a Bet of 
commercial men had lent tbeir means 
to one another, so as to give to each a 
show of much greater wealtl than ha really 
poaarstedi while complaint it made, that 
the country holders ol iin^iHstinuahle pro. 
party were distressed fur want of aoeom- 
modatiou. Epeculatifln, therefore, was 
tt the very time that legitimate 
trade was starved ; a process which could 
only take place where the want of a audi- 
cunt gsuuiue currency uiia-J commercial 
men to snatch at counterfeits and pass 
th™ with no nice scrutiny.
